PENALTY FOR HIS CRIME 


In response to a call issued by Messrs 
Cardwell, Ratliff and Wimbish a large 
number of Ada democrats assembled at 
the court house Saturday evening and 
proceeded with the business of organ­ 
izing a Henry M. Furman club for the 
purpose of promoting the venerable 
statesman’s candidacy for the high 
office of United States Senator.

Chickasha, I. T., July I.—The negro 
who committed a criminal assault upon 
the 16 year old daughter of Ira Robert­ 
son, near Womack, was captured last 
night and, after being taken to the 
scene of the crime, was hanged a quar­ 
ter of a mile from the spot. 
He con­ 
fessed his crime and offered no resis­ 
tance to the mob. 
To one person the 
negro gave his name as Cliff Mays of 
Marshall, Texas, and he told another 
that it was Will Newbright, San An­ 
tonio. 
By the time the negro was 
overtaken near Bradley last night fully 
400 men had joined in the chase, and 
soon after tho capture- the march to 
Womack began. 
It was nearly 3 o,clock this morning 
when the Robertson home was reached 
and the negro brought before the girl. 
“ That’s the one,” said she at once, 
and the negro replied, “ Y'es, lady. I’m 
the 
one. 
Gentlemen 
I admit the 
crime.” 
The mob then proceeded with him a 
quarter of a mile east, past the spot 
where he had committed his crime, and 
then a quarter of a mile south to a tree 
in the road on the bank of Walnut 
Creek, where a rope was thrown over 
a limb about eighteen feet high and 
one end knotted about the man’s neck.

A Washington special says: Oklaho­ 
ma is planning for its Constitutional 
convention. The scheme is to adopt 
the constitution in time to elect the 
first set of officers in November. 
The 
formal admission to the Union will be 
by proclamation of the President after 
a constitution has been adopted. 
One 
hundred and twelve delegates will sit 
in the Constitutional convention. When 
Congress reconvenes next December 
five new members of the 
House will 
appear from the new State, and the 
Legislature, at its meeting in January, 
will choose two United States Senators, 
who will probably be in their seats by 
Feb. I. 
This uew State will not come in as a 
weakling. 
Everybody realized that it 
should have been admitted to the Union 
several years ago. 
For four years it 
was held on the outside of the door by 
the demands of politicians that Arizona 
and New Mexico should enter at the 


same time. Lither Oklahoma or Indian 
Territory alone w ould make a creditable 
state; joined together they will outrank 
some of tin* older commonwealths in 
(Herniation, wealth and resources. 
It 
is a remarkable step upward for Indian 
Territory, which in reality has never 
been a territory Ut all in the sense of 
having a Territorial form of govern­ 
ment. 
It has been run by the Secreta­ 
ry of the Interior. 
Nothing speaks more eloquently for 
the makeup of the American people 
than the fact that 800,000 of them — 8<h i. 
(KH) white people—have been dwelling 
together in this Territory without any 
regular form of government. 
These 
people have got 
along without any 
State or county organization; without 
roads, except such as they built by vol­ 
untary contribntions; without schools 
for their 2tH),iHX) children; without side­ 
walks in their cities, except where it 
was possible to do public work by unan­ 
imous consent of all the persons affect­ 
ed. 
Under the circumstances it is no 
wonder 
that the dispatches declare 
that there is great rejoicing over the 
signing of the statehood bill by the 
President.

Just when tin* manufacturers were pre­ 
paring to (lose factories for the warm 
weather, the 
San 
Francisco disaster 
| came and wiped out a large reserve 
stock of glass and opened a great niar- 
j bet in the 
refitting of thousands of 
windows In the stricken city. 
How to 
meet that extra demand bus now be­ 
come a problem. 
it was estimated recently that over 
$1,000,000 worth of glass had been de­ 
stroyed in San Francisco alone. 
With 
what damage has been done in other 
cities along the Pacific coast this total 
will be much larger. 
The American Window Glass com­ 
pany, it ts expect;* I. will operate its 
machine plants all summer to relieve 
the situation. Tke Belgian

Pitiful Funeral Procession.

Indian territory, bound for the prairies 
of Nebraska.

on foot aud one old wagon, drawn by 
two wornout horses. 
In 
the wagon 
was the dead body of a child—an In­ 
dian boy. The leader of the little par­ 
ty was the father of the dead child; 
the famous Ponca Indian chief. Stand­ 
ing Bear, a few years later to be the 
best-known Indian in the entire world 
—«md to 
speak in every city 
in the 
country in behalf of his people. 
Standing Bears party was en route 
to the Niobrara cou n try, in northern 
Nebraska, to bury the child iii the an­ 
cien; burying 
grounds of 
the tribe. 
They had started on the long trip, al­ 
though permission to leave the reser­ 
vation in Indian Territory, on which 
they had been settled 
against 
their 
will, had been refused. 
Formerly the Poncas lived in north- 


huming grounds ot his tribe, intend­ 
ing to bury the child where genera­ 
tions of Ponca, chiels lay. 
Schurz heard of the runaways, and 
through 
tho 
war 
department 
tele­ 
graphed Gen. Crook, in Omaha, to ar- 
letsi tho Indians aud return them 
to 
Indian Territory. 
But the chief of the Omahas, Iron , 
Eye, went to meet the Poncas and of­ 
fered them a haven of refuge on the 
Omaha reservation.

Chickabha, I. T., July 1.-The negro 


who committed a criminal assault upon 
the 16 year old daughter of Ira Robert- 
son, near Womaek, was captured last 
night and, after being taken to the 
scene of the crime, was hanged a quar- 
ter of a mile from the spot. 
He con- 


fessed his crime and offered no resis- 
tance to the mob. To one person the 
negro gave his name a:> CliiT Mays of 
Marshall. Texas, and he tohl another 
that it was Will Newbright, San An- 
tonio. 
By the time the negro was 


overtaken near Bradley last night fully 
400 men had joined in the chase, and 
soon after the capture the march to 
Womack began. 


It was nearly 3 o.clocl- this morning 


when the Robertson home was reached 
and the negro brought before the girl. 
"That's the one," said she at once, 
and the negro replied, "Yes, lady, I'm 
the one. Gentlemen 
I admit the 


crime." 
The mob then proceeded with him a 


quarter of a mile east, past the spot 
where he had committed his crime, and 
then a quarter of a mile south to a tree 
in the road on the bank of Walnut 
Creek, where a rope was thrown over 
a limb about eighteen feet high and 
one end knotted about the man's, neck.

A Washington special says: Oklaho- 


ma is planning for its Constitutional 
convention. The scheme is to adopt 
the constitution in time to elect the 
first set of officers in November. The 
formal admission to the Union will be 
by proclamation of the President after 
a constitution has been adopted. One 
hundred and twelve delegates will sit 
in the Constitutional convention. When 
Congress reconvenes next December 
five new members of the 
House will 


appear from the new State, and the 
Legislature, at its meeting in January, 
will choose two United States Senators, 
who will probably be in their seats by 
Feb. 1. 


This uew State will not come in as a 


weakling. Everybody realized that it 
should have been admitted to the Union 
several years ago. For four years it 
was held on the outside of the door by 
the demands of politicians that Arizona 
and New Mexico should enter At the 


same time. Either Oklahoma or Indian 
Territory alone would make a creditabl 
state; joined together they will outrank 
some of the older commonwealths ii 
population, wealth and resources. I 
is a remarkable step upward for Indian 
Territory, which in reality has never 
been a territory at all in the sense o 
having a Territorial form of govern 
ment. 
It has been run by the Secreta 
ry of the Interior. 


Nothing speaks more eloquently fo 
the makeup of the American peopl 
than the fact that 800,000 of them—800 
000 white people—have been dwelling 
together in this Territory without any 
regular form of government.

WORLD'S 
BIGGEST 
PAINTING 


MAY BE CUT UP. 


Caiivas Upon Which Artist Labored 


for Thirty-Two Years Has 


tiii Unfortunate 


Career. 


Chicago.—The biggest painting In 


the world, "Golgotha," Is threatened 
with an unherolc end. 
After being 


sold 
by the 
United States 
custom 


house in Chicago for |G50, it is In dan- 
ger of being cut up Into theater cur- 
tains. 


For 33 years the artist, Jan Styka, 


labored upon the canvas, and during 
the last flve years ho was assisted l.y 
his son. 
When completed the picture 


Is said to have sold for $118,000, the 
purchaser being a European syndicate, 
vor several years the painting was ex- 
niblted in Paris. Later it was taken !o 
various European cities, and ultimate- 
ly brought to America. 


A year or more aso "Golgotha" was 


placed on exhibition In Chicago. An 
;>ld church at No. 1421 Michigan ave- 
nue was prepared for it, and the pulilic 
\vas invited to 
view 
the 
painting, 


which is a graph!u representation of 
th« crucifixion of Christ. 


When tho painting was brought to 


this country it was 
placed la 
bond. 


The duty on it was $2.000, but as it 
wan expected to take the picture back 
to Kurope this tax was held in abey- 
ance. 
Finally, when it became appar- 


ent that the painting wns likely to re- 
main in Chicago, the collector of cus- 
the duty. 
In doing so the picture has 


boon sold three times, the first two 
sales not having been confirmed by the 
federal court. 


Tho first successful bidder for the 


painting was Thomas S. Kcrse, who 
bought it for $1,200. The court consid- 
ered this sum too small, and tho paint- 
ing was put up at auction again. D. 
W. Boone bought it for $ir.O. Again 
the court refused to let It go, nnd It 
win resold to Solomon L. Lowenthal, 
a lawyer, and I. N, Weiugarten, man- 
ager of the Trocadero theater. 


During the final sale there were 


several bidders, among them being two 
Christian ministers and a number of 
.lews. 
This fact was commented on 


as a singular incident in the history 
of the great canvas. 
The preachers 


wanted the picture for church institu- 
tions.

LOST INDIAN CLAN FOUND. 


'Wandering Creeks 'Journeying from 


Alabama Settled in North- 


ern Texas. 


Muskogce, I. T.—A field party that 


lias been out collecting data for the 
Dawes commission haa found a set- 
tlement of 
Indiana 
living on 
the 


North Canadian near Burney knewn 
na the Texas Creeks. This clan of 
people seem different from any other 
Creeks. 
They 
are 
darker, 
more 


swarthy and conform more nearly to 
the Fennlniore Cooper type than any 
others of the Five Nations. 


There are about 58 of these Texaf 


Creeks. They came to Indian Terri- 
tory from Livingston county, Tex., and 
were admitted as citizens of the Creek 
Nation by special act of the 
Creek 


council In 1903. They have taken al- 
lotments In the country around Bur- 
ney. 


These Indians are a branch of the 


Alabama Creehs, who started to tbla 
country from Alabama 
In the early 


thirties. They lost their bearings and 
stopped In the pine lands of Living- 
ston county. There are 300 or 400 of 
them there now, living on public do- 
main in the pine timber which has 
never been taken up. 


When they g«t lost coming to this 


country they did riot know where to 
go. All they could tell was that they 
had started to some place west ot the 
Mississippi nntl after they crossed that 
river they were r-ady to stop. 
Before 


tbey found whore 
the rest ot 
the 


Creeks were 
they 
had 
established 


homes. 
All of the Texas Creeks were 


entitled to citizenship nnd enrollment 
In the Creek nation had they come 
here and claimed their rights, but out 
of the entire number only about 50 
could be induced to leave their pres- 
ent rosidcnce. 
They are a nomadic 


people and rovo about in the pine 
lands as suits their fancy. 


Two or three small bands from this 


company of Creeks wandered on west- 
ward until they finally arrived In New 
Mexico and Arizona, where they set- 
tled. 
This accounts for the 
small 


clans of Creeks now and then encoun- 
tered in those territories.

\ew York.—The new custom house, 


which is being erected 
on 
Battery 


park, in this city, is adorned with four 
groups of sculpture by Daniel Chester 
French, representing the continents of 
Europe,, Asia, Africa and 
America. 


The groups are carved of American 
marble from the quarries of Tennes- 
see, and the sculptor, who was born 
in Exeter, N. H., in 1850, is more dis- 
tinctly American in hla work than 
any of our other living sculptors. He 
was largely self-educated, and did not 
study in Europe until after he h:id 
made his reputation In this country 
by his "Minute Man," which he de- 
signed for the town

PENALTY FOR HIS GRIME 


In response to a call issued by Messrs 


Jardwell, Ratliff and Wimbish a large

son, near Womaek, was captured last 
night and, after being taken to the 
scene of the crime, was hanged a quar- 
ter of a mile from the spot 
He con- 


fessed his crime and offered no resis- 
tance to the mob. To one person the 
negro gave his name a:> CliiT Mays of 
Marshall, Texas, and he tohl another 
that it was Will Newbright, San An- 
tonio. 
By the time the negro was 


overtaken near Bradley last night fully 
400 men had joined in the chase, and 
soon after the capture the march to 
Womaek began. 


It was nearly 3 o.clocl- this- morning 


when the Robertson home was reached 
and the negro brought before the girl. 
"That's the one," said she at once, 
and the negro replied, "Yes, lady, I'm 
the 
one. 
Gentlemen 
I admit the 


crime." 
The mob then proceeded with him a 


quarter of a mile east, past the spot 
where he had committed his crime, and 
then a quarter of a mile south to a tree 
in the road on the bank of Walnut 
Creek, where a rope was thrown over 
a limb about eighteen feet high and 
one end knotted about the man's, neck. 
He was given an opportunity to 


speak, and again confessed his guilt 
and, after a fervent prayer to God for 
forgiveness, he was drawn into the 
air to die by strangulation.

FATE OF "GOLGOTHA" 


WORLD'S 
BIGGEST 
PAINTING 


MAY BE CUT UP. 


Canvas Upon Which Artist Labored 


for Thirty-Two Years Has 


tiii Unfortunate 


Career. 


Chicago.—The biggest painting In 


the world, "Golgotha," Is 
threatened 


with an nnhcrolc end. 
After being 


sold 
by the 
United States 
custom 


house in Chicago for |G50, it la In dan- 
ger of being cut up into theater cui'- 
tains. 


For 33 years the artist, Jan Stykn, 


labored upon tho canvas, and during 
the last five years ho was assisted l.y 
his son. 
When completed the picture 


Is said to have sold for $118,000, the 
purchaser being a European syndicate. 
VOT several years tho painting was ex- 
nibited in Paris. Later it was taken !o 
various European cities, and ultimate- 
ly brought to America. 


A year or more ago "Golgotha" was 


placed on exhibition in Chicago. An 
;>ld church at No. 1421 Michigan avo- 
nue was prepared for It, and the public 
\vas Invited to 
view 
the 
painting, 


which is a graphic representation of 
tb« crucifixion of Christ. 


\Vhcn tho painting was bronplit to 


this country it w:is 
placed in 
bond. 


The duty on it was $2.000, but as it 
wan expected to take the picture back 
to Kurope this tax was held in abey- 
ance. 
Finally, when it became appar- 


ent that the painting was likely to re- 
main in Chicago, the collector of cus- 
tbe duty. 
In doing so the picture has 


been sold throe times, the first two 
sales not having been confirmed by the 
federal court. 


Tho first successful bidder for the 


painting was Thomas S. Kecse, who 
bought it for $1,200. The court consid- 
ered this sum too small, and tho paint- 
Ing was put. tip at auction asain. D. 
W. Boone bought it for $lf>0. 
Again 


the court refused to let it -;<>, nnd it 
wu'A resold to Solomon L. Lowenthnl, 
a lawyer, and I. N, Weingarten, man- 
ager of the Trocadero theater. 


During the final sale there 
were 


several bidders, among them being two 
Christian ministers and a number of 
.Jews. 
This fact was commented on 


as a singular incident in the history 
of the great canvas. 
The preachers 


wanted the picture for church institu- 
tions. 


Mr. T.owenthal nnd Mr. \VelngartPn 


have no definite purpose In view. The 
latter believes tbe painting could be 
divided into four 
theater 
curtains, 


while the figure of Christ 
could 
be 


made a picture by itself and sold to a 
church. 


The paint Ing was !o have beon ex- 


hibited at the St. Louis world's fair, 
hut owing to complications that arose 
it did not. reach America in time. 
In 


Chicago It lias been viewed by many 
people, but the expenses exceeded the 
income, and the venture proved a fail- 
ure. 
It Is si-.Ui that about $30.000 of 


the original purchase price remains 
unpaid.

Wandering Creeks 'Journeying from 


Alabama Settled in North- 


ern Texas. 


Muskogce, I. T.—A field party that 


has been out collecting data for the 
Dawes commission has found a set- 
tlement of 
Indiana 
living on 
the 


North Canadian near Burney known 
aa the Texas Creeks. 
This clan of 


people seem different from any other 
Creeks. 
They 
are 
darker, 
more 


swarthy and conform more nearly to 
the Fennlniore Cooper type than any 
others of the Five Nations. 


There are about 50 of these Texaf 


Creeks. 
They came to Indian Terri- 


tory from Livingston county, Tex., and 
were admitted as citizens of the Creek 
Nation by special act 
of the 
Creek 


council In 1903. They have taken al- 
lotments in the country around Bur- 
ney. 


These Indians are a branch of the 


Alabama Creehs, who started to tbla 
country from Alabama 
In the 
early 


thirties. They lost their bearings and 
stopped In the pine lands of Living- 
ston county. There are 300 or 400 of 
them there now, living on public do- 
main In the pine timber which has 
never been taken up. 


When they g«t lost coming to this 


country they did not know where to 
go. All they could tell was that they 
had started to some place west of the 
Mississippi ami after thny crossed that 
river they were r-ady to stop. 
Before 


they found where 
the rest of 
the 


Creeks were 
they 
had 
established 


homes. 
All of the Texas Creeks were 


entitled to citizenship and enrollment 
In the Creek nation had they coma 
here nnd claimed their rights, but out 
of the entire number only about 50 
could be induced to leave their pres- 
ent residence. 
They are a nomadic 


people nnd rove about in the pine 
lands as suits their fancy. 


Two or three small bands from this 


company of Creeks wandered on west- 
ward until they finally arrived In New 
Mexico and Arizona, where they set- 
tled. 
This accounts for tho 
small 


clans of Creeks now and then encoun- 
tered in those territories.

Ciook was to delay returning the In- 


uiar.s to Indian Territory until a writ 
of habeas corpus could be asked for 
from the United States court on the 
g-xnmd that the constitution, in 
the 


ft urteenth amendment, guaranteed to 
all persons born In the United States 
equal protection of the law. 


Tibbies looked out tor the legal end 


of the deal. He went to John L. Web- 
st»r, then a struggling, unknown joung 
lavsver, laid his case before him, and 
asked him to defend the rights of the 
Indian. 


"'Ibere Is no money In It, but there 


is fame, honor ami gloiy," said Tlb- 


\\ebster took the case, and 
asked 


Lawyer*, every one In Nebraska and 
many from the big eastern cities; busi- 
ness men, Qen. Crook and bis full staff, 
iu their dress uniforms (this was one 
of the few times In his life that Creole 
wore bis full dress In public), and the 
Indians themselves, in their gaudy col- 
ors. The courtroom was a galaxy of 
brilliancy.

The groups tire carved of American 
marble from the quarries of Tennes- 
see, and the sculptor, who was born 
In Exeter, N. H., In 1850, is more dis- 
tinctly American In his work than 
any of our other living sculptors. He 
was largely self-educated, and did not 
study in Europe until after he h-id 
made his reputation In this country 
by his "Minute Man," which he de- 
signed for the town of 
Concord In 


1873.

All of them hnd read of (he elo- 
quence of Ked Jacket and Ixjpan, and 
thev sat there wondcilng whether the 
mild-looking old man, with the lines of 
suffering and sorrow on his furrowed 
brow and cheek, dressed in the full 
lobe' of :in Indian chief, could make 
a speech at all. 


"It happened that there was a good 


interpreter present—the son of Father 
Hamilton, a well-known missionary. 


Standing Bear's Address. 


"Standing Boar arose. Half-facing 


the audience he held out his right hand 


ii stood motionless so long that the 


stillness of death which had settled 
down on the audience became almost 
unbearable 
At last, looking up at the 


judge, he said: 


" 'That hand Is not the color of 


yours, but if I prick it, the blood will 
flow and I shall feel pain. The blood 
Is of the same color as yours. God 
made mo, and I am a man 
I never 


committed a crime. If I had, 1 would 
not stand here to make a defense. 1 
would suffer the punishment nnd make 
no complaint.' 


'Still standing, half-facing the audi-
